This morning Doctor Ringmaster;

time, during which he apparently 
recognized those in attendance. 
It 
was also during this interval that he 
endeavored to whisper a name, the 
first time he has attempted to voice 
an utterance since he was stricken at 
midnight Monday. 
Whisper* Name 
The veteran minister’s wife was in 
his bedroom at the time, and those 
about the sick man are confident he 
endeavored to speak his wife’s name, 
hut that he was able only to whisper 
the sounds in so low' a tone that none 
were able to distinctly hear what he 
was endeavoring to say. 
After this interval of lucidness, 
Doctor Ringmaster again lapsed into 
unconsciousness, with his condition 
still regarded as critical by the family 
physician, Dr. J. P. Dalbey. 
Doctor Dalbey this afternoon de­ 
clared that Doctor Ringmaster, unlike 
Eddie Plank, has a chance to recover, 
stating that he has known cases of 
full and complete recovery in wl ich 
tho patients were as criticially ill as 
Doctor Ringmaster. 
Members of the veteran theologian’s 
family said today they feel that the 
signs of Doctor Ringmaster*!! illness 
give them confidence that he may yet 
recover. 
Spends Restful Night 
Tho seminary president spent a 
fairly restful night, according to re­ 
ports from the sick room. He is said 
to have slept for five or six hours, and 
altogether his condition during the 
night gave additional hope that he 
may yet recover. 
It had been ex­ 
pected that he would spend a very 
restless night, which would draw '*vn- 
siderably 
on 
his

ro! ust 
strength, but when he apparently slept 
soundly for more than five hours, it 
became evident that he would 
be 
stronger when he awoke. That proved 
to be the case, and this morning, for 
the first time, he apparently recognized 
those about him. 
According to word from the Ring­ 
master home, many kind and solicitous 
messages have been received since 
word of tho veteran theologian’s ill­ 
ness became generally known.

D. G. Bowman, Local Collector, 
Says New Law Applies to 
Incomes Earned This 
Year. 
With metal buckle ai^d cov 
^red toftql, widths—A-B-C. 
Changes under the federal Income 
tax bill, now awaiting the President's 
signature, 
arc 
explained by D, (3. 
Bowman, deputy collector of internal 
revenue in York ahd Adams county. 
He said the new law would apply 
to incomes earned this year and the 
first payment under the 
new 
tax 
schedule will be due on March 15. 
The most important change, M r. 
Bowman said, is the one 
affecting 
persons with incomes of $5000 per 
year or less. 
Unmarried persons are 
allowed $1500 exemption, 
compared 
with $1000 under the old law, and ex­ 
emption for m arried persons has been 
raised from $2500 to $3500. 
A tax of I Vi per cent will be im­ 
posed on the remainder instead of the 
former 2 per cent and a further cut 
of 25 per cent is allowed on all earn­ 
ed incomes. 
Returns need not be 
filed, 
Mr. 
Bowman said, by single persons hav­ 
ing incomes of iess than $1500 or by 
married persons with net incomes of 
less than $3500. 
Half Per Cent Cut Applies 
Under the law last year tile tax 
rate on the first; $4000 of taxable net 
income was 2 per cent. 
This year 
the one-half per cent reduction ap­ 
plies. 
As the amount of taxable in­ 
come increases the percentage of tax ­ 
ation is reduced in proportion, so that, 
while Iho surtax rate on incomes of 
from $20,000 to $100,000 formerly 
was 40 per cent, this year the tax 
will be 20 per cent. 
A problem that daily faces the bu­ 
reau of internal revenue here was ex­ 
plained by Mr. Bowman. 
Where a 
married person barf a salary of $3600 
ami has deduction for interest on the 
mortgage of his home, taxes on the 
house and charitable 
contributions, 
which altogether bring his net income 
to an amount less than $3500, there is 
no necessity for filing u return. 
Then there is tho case Where a 
single man suoports his mother hi his 
own home anti is therefore classifiable 
as the head of a family. 
By virtue 
of that classification he is entitled to 
the same exemption as a married man, 
which is $3500. 
However, if he has 
an income of more than $1500, for il­ 
lustration say $1600, he must file a 
return, although officially he is not 
taxable. 
Allowance For Dependent* 
“The allowance of $400 
for 
de­ 
pendents hag boon 
continued 
un­ 
changed in the new act,” ML Bowman 
explained. 
“The earned income has 
been incrca«e^ from a maximum of 
$10,000 to $20,000. 
“The limitation periodi on profits 
from a building and loan association 
has been lifted this year. 
Building 
and loan profits are considered as 
dividends, and consequently are sub­ 
ject to surtax. 
Automobile license 
taxes are deductible. 
“Other deductibles include 
duties 
and tariff duties as well as personal 
property, school property 
or 
poor 
taxes. 
However, w ater rent is not 
deductible when the water is used in 
one's own residence. 
Where houses 
ale rented and arc income producing, 
water rents are allowed the owner. 
‘‘Taxes are deductible only by those 
jn a horn they are imposed. 
Contri­ 
butions to churches, payments 
for 
pew rent and money paid 
to 
thu 
American Legion are deductible, as 
well as labor union dues.” 
Other items of nontaxable income, 
Mr. Bowman said, are the proceeds of 
life insurance policies, compensation 
from the city and state, bonuses on 
pensions for military 
service 
and 
damages received under the work­ 
men’s compensation act.

Hankow, 
China, 
Feb., 24.—Eight 
American 
missionaries 
reached 
Hankow Monday from Sinyangchow, 
125 miles northT>f Hankow, where a 
group of Americans has been under 
the fire of the contending Chinese 
armies. 
They tell a glim story of 
pillage, looting and murder in con­ 
nection with the strife of Marshal 
Wu Pei Fu’s arm y and the Kuomin- 
chun, or national army, which sup­ 
ports the Peking regime. 
Other members of the Sinyangchow 
American community, which totaled 
31, have been moved from the danger 
zone and arc now at Taehikungshun. C. 
C. Skinness remained in Sinyangchow 
to care for wounded Chinese, while 
H. M. N esse also is still there, too ill 
to be moved. 
Those who reached 
Hankow' 
say 
that large numbers of the civilian 
population of the district have been 
murdered by the soldiers. The troops 
have confiscated much of the food 
supply, and many civilians arc dying 
of starvation. 
One American mother escaped from 
Sinyangchow only after she had lived 
in a coal bin for thro© days with her 
three small children without water.
